partments as he knew them at home, 


"Why," snorted Mr. Larjkins, "if we 


couldn't get up a better show and more 
enthusiasm than that when a fire broke 
out in cur town we'd let her burn 
down and move over into Passo del 
Xorte and live in 'dobes with the 
greasers.

The Story From the Finding of the Body to 


the Commencement of the Trial at 


Newport Today of Scott Jackson 


Charged With the 
Murder—A 


Clear and Interesting Resume 


The story of ''The Headless Body, or 


the Missing Head," has run since 
February 1st, \vheii the decapitated 
body of Pearl Bryan ^vas found near 
Fort Thomas, Ky., across the river 
from Cincinnati. The atrocious mur- 
der vras committed Friday night, .Tan- 
nary 81. The plans for the crime were 
laid during the hollidays, if not earlier. 
Pearl left her home in Greencastle, 
Ind., January 27th, and was in the 
hands of her slayers in this city for al- 
most a week before they killed her. 
The crime extends into three states. 
The scene of the first act is in Indiana, 
the second in Ohio, the third in Ken- 
tuck. In Greencastle, Ind., live the 
parents, brothers and sisters of Pearl 
Bryan. Alexander Bryan is a highly 
respectable farmer. All of his children 
are well educated, religious and popu- 
lar. Pearl was a college graduate, a 
Sunday school and church worker and 
a favorite in the community. She be- 
came enamored with Will Wood, her 
second cousin and a son of Eev. Delos 
M. Wood, a Methodist presiding elder, 
living at Greencastle. Among Wood's 
chums was the fine looking medical 
student, Scott Jackson, who was intro- 
duced in the best families while home 
during vacation. 
Jackson's mother 


lived in Greeucastlc, nest door to 
Wood's residence. Young Wood is said 
to have told Jackson of Pearl's infatu- 
ation for him and he introduced Jack- 
son to her. It was afterward reported 
that Jackson ;ind Pearl were engaged. 
Both had taken her to Indianapolis 
and on other trips. 


In October Miss Bryan became very 


melancholly. 
So marked was the 


change in her disposition that every- 
one noticed it, and it was gossiped 
about that she had been jilted. "In 
January she told young Wood that her 
condition could not be concealed much 
longer, and that he and Jackson must 
do something to help her out. The 
morning of January 2th, young Wood 
saw her off for Cincinnati. 
She had 


told her people that she was going to 
visit a girl friend in Indianapolis and 
would be gone only a few days. 


On 
Saturday morning, 
February 


1st, the headless body of Pearl Bryan 
was found on the farm of .John Locke, 
about forty yards from the Alexandria 
pike, four miles from Newport, Ky., 
and 
adjoining Fort 
Thomas. Her 


clothing, including the shoes, which 
gave the first clew to her identity, were 
on the body. The only thing missing 
was the head and it has not yet been 
found. 
The. head had been cut off 


with an even stroke of a very sharp 
knife or a razor. 
There were several 


cuts on the palms of the hands of the 
body, the right hand being cut to the 
bone of every finger in two places. 
In 


the death struggle she had evidently 
caught the knife and held it so that its 
wielder had to draw it through her 
hand to release it. 


The police and the doctors at first 


found no marks for identification on 
any part of the clothing. The autopsy 
showed few additional facts. 
At the 


end they knew that the corpse was 
that of a young woman over 
four 


months on her way towards maternity, 
so that death had not come from poison 
or medicine of any kind, but from the 
cutting off of her head; that she had 
beau sufficiently conscious to strngge; 
that her clothing was protected in some 
inexplicable way from the blood. 
The 


corset was found near by stained 
with prints of bloody fingers. She 
had evidently been dressed in the wrap- 
per after death. It is known she had 
a heavy dress and a sacque. That she 
was killed where the body was found is 
shown by the fact that her heart and 
veins were empty and not a clot of 
blood was found in her body. Here, 
then, was a curfully calculated murder 
in cold blood. 
The motive seemed to 


be the fear of some exposure as a result 
of the young woman's condition. The 
doctors saw at once that the knife that 


fellow named Will-Wood, a friend of 
mineher..in town," said Early, ,"told 
me not long ago that Miss Bryan was 
in trouble and that be had -written to a 
friend of his named Scott Jackson, a 
medical student, jn Cincinnati. Wood 
said Jackson had written him to send 
Miss Bryan on there and that he knew 
a young surgeon' wno- would arrange 
matters. I saw him put Miss Bryan 
on the train the morning of January 
27th. I know she hasn't been back 
here since. Her people are trying to 
keep it quiet, but they are -worried 
about her." Then the detective tele- 
graphed to the chief of police of Cin- 
cinnati to ship the clothing of the.head- 
less corpse to him at once. 
When Mr. 


and Mrs. Bryan saw the clothing they 
recognized it immediately. 
The dress 


had belonged to Pearl's sister, who died 
less than -a year ago, and Pearl had 
taken it with her to Indianapolis. 
Then the detective had young Wood 
arrested. 
He feebly denied, then ad- 


mitted that he had seen the young 
woman off for Cincinnati, where Jack- 
son was to meet her. 
He said she had 


got in to .-trouble through Jackson, not 
through him, and that he had simply 
acted as a friend of Jackson's. 
He 


was ready to prove that he could not 
have been in Cincinnati since Miss 
Bryan left Greencastle. 


The Cincinnati police looked for 


Jackson. 
Detectives 
shadowed 
the 


boarding house at No. 222 West Ninth 
street, and that same night they' ar- 
rested him just as he was entering the 
house. They also arrested his room- 
mate, a young medical student, Alonzo 
Walling. 
They spent the whole night 


in searching the room, of these young 
men. They found many letters from 
Wood to Jackson, full of all manner of 
depravities, stories of low adventures 
and debauchery". Afterward there was 
intercepted a letter written by Jackson 
to Wood implicating both of them in 
the ruin of Pearl and the attempted 
abortion. 
This damaging letter was 


written February 5th, the day Jack- 
son was arrested. 
Jackson had just- 


sent it before the officers got him. 
In 


this letter Jackson told Wood to coun- 
terfeit a letter to the mother of the 
victim and sign Pearl's name to it. 
He also told Wood to send the letter to 
•a, friend in Lafayette to be posted, giv- 
ing Pearl's parents the impression that 
their daughetr had run away. 


Soon after the arrests the 
officers 


found a large valise, the lining of 
which was stained wth blood. They 
believed it. was in the valise that Miss 
Bryan's head was carried until it was 
gotten rid of. 


Jackson and Walling denied" every- 


thing, but soon the chain began to 
wind about them. The police were 
able to trace Miss Bryan during • her 
stay in Cincinnati. 
She went from 


the train Monday directly to the Indi- 
ana House and registered as Mabel 
Stanley. 
She called at the medical 


college Tuesday morning, going in a

they failed to find the missing head. 


The shoes was the first clew. It was 


due to the marks on the shoes that the 
dress, underwear and all the clothing 
were taken to Greencastle and identi- 
fied by Pearl's mother and sisters. 
The hat was found afterward and also 
identified by the family. Pearl's hat 
was found some days after the body. 
In it was a bowlder wrapped in Jack- 
sou's blood-stained handkerchief. 
The 


handkerchief was fally identified, but 
Jackson said Walling had taken it 
from his wardrobe. 
In addition to the 


clothing, the body -was identified by 
the web roes of the victim. 
Ths pecu- 


liarity was so distinct that the mother 
and sisters needed no other marks for 
positive identification. 
There was no 


trouble about identifying all articles 
after the clew of the shoes had been 
followed and that was a romance in 
itself. 
One of the detectives took the 


shews that were on the young woman's 
feet ro a shoe dealer. He said he 
thought thai- those shoes were manu- 
factured in Portsmouth. 
The detec- 


tives went to Portsoxnuth and there 
found that this pair was one of a dozen 
pairs shipped a mouth before to Louis 
».t Hayes, merchants in Greencastle, 
liul. 


On to Greencastle went the detec- 


tives. 
Louis & Hayes had sold nine 


They could give 
the names of all but two of the women 
who had lxraglu those shoes.

night she was at the Heider Hotel. 
On Thursday night she is reported to 
have been at Jackson's room, and Wal- 
ling, who roomed with Jackson, was 
registered at Holder's hotel that night. 
Walling was reported to have been 
with her Friday at Mrs. Myers' assig- 
nation house on Elm street. Friday 
evening at 7:80 she and Jackson were 
in the little rear room of Wallingford's 
saloon, and Walling put his head in at 
the door and called them out. Satur- 
day morning early the body was found. 


When Jackson and Walling were con- 


fronted with the, accumulation of cir- 
cumstantial 
evidence, Jackson con- 


fessed, saying Walling had been hired 
to perform an abortion and when he 
failed, he murdered the girl to prevent 
any ante-mortem statement from her. 
Walling retaliated with a confession 
placing all blame on Jackson. 
The 


room-mates became mortal enemies, 
making almost daily confessions in jail. 
In these confessions each cleared him- 
self and involved the other. 
Walling 


said that several days before Miss 
Bryan reached Cincinnati Jackson told 
him she was coming, and asked him to 
perform an operation upon her. 
When 


he refused, Jackson began to study up 
that subject and said to him: "I shall 
kill her if I don't succeed; she will have 
to be put out of the way.'' Then, ac- 
cording to Walliug's statement, Jack- 
sou came into their room Saturday 
morning with the valise in his bauds 
and confessed to him that he had killed 
the young woman and had carried 
away her head and had thrown it into 
the Ohio river. Jackson followed Wai- 
ling's confessions by insisting that he 
himself had nothing to do with the 
murder; that Walling was engaged to 
perform the operation and had taken 
Miss Bryan away alone for that pur- 
pose. 


All this time the search for the miss- 


ing head was going forward. Creeks, 
rivers, reservoirs were dragged; woods 
were scoured; the sewers of Newport, 
Covington 
and 
Cincinnati 
were 


searched. In a catfch basin in Cin- 
cinnati they found Jackson's missing 
coat. It was soaked and stained with 
blood. Jackson insists that his room- 
mate had worn it that midnight, and 
Walling put it on to show that he 
could not have worn a garment so 
innall for him, 
The sleeves only came 


a little below his elbows, , But all the 
searching did not disclose the missing 
head, and the body of the young 
woman, dressed in a white silk grad- 
uating gown, with a lace scarf thrown 
over the headless neck, -was sent to 
Greencastle and put in a receiving 
vault Before the body left Cincinnati, 
Jackson and Walling were taken from 
their cells into the room where the 
coffin stood, with the lid off. Walling 
was much agitated, but Jackson stood 
unmoved. Nor was he affected when 
the dead girl's married sister dragged 
herself to him on her knees and begged 
him to tell her where her dead sister's 
head was. It was clearly impossible 
that one man did it. It involvbd the 
hiring and driving of a cab. 
Unless 


the girl was taken in a cab, how was 
it possible to get the body so far into 
the country': The probabilities are 
that she was induced to wear two 
dresses,"--one over the other. 
They 


could induce her to do this by e3rplain- 
ing about the operation and the nece-s- 
iry that she have near at hand a dress 
with no blood upon it 
Having gotten 


her to dress in this fashion, one of the 
men got into the carriage with her and 
the other drove. Her head was c-it off 
in a lonely place near where the body 
was found. The blood was absorbed 
by the carriage robe or else soaked in- 
to the ground. 
Then her outside dress 


and everything that could lead to her 
identification, 
and her head, were 


taken away and the body was left in 
the orchard along the Alexandria road. 
Each one pictures the horror of the 
details in his own way, and the chances 
are that the horror of the real f&ctSj if 
one conld_know jnst how this murder 
was done, would far exceed any imag- 
ining. 


In searching into Jackson's evidence 


past they find that he had a mania 


how he had cut it from tne corpse 
This was an experiment in the dissect 
ing room, and was not a subject "taken 
from life," as in the sad fate of Pear 
Bryan, Several post-mortem examin 
ations were held and cocaine was foum 
in the stomach.

He is a blonde, medium in 
height and thin. His smooth face anc 
fail- complexion give him a very bright 
appearance, but he is said to be a cigar 
ette smoker, and sought the company 
of young girls with evil intent. Wood's 
father is a prominent and influential 
Methodist minister. The mothers 
Jackson. andT7alling are both widows 
and show the effects of the recent 
trouble more than the prisoners. The 
mothers of both are prostrated. - 


Walling is five feet, nine inches in 


height. 
He has dark hair, hazel eyes 


and heavy brows that almost meet. 
He is a surly, Jgloomy young man, 
weak, and was devoted to'Jackson until 
this crime came out. Walling is prom- 
inently connected at Hamilton and Ox- 
ford, Ohio,' and his friends claim he 
was hypnotized by Jackson, whose bid- 
ding he seemed always to be doing. 


Jackson is five feet, six inches in 


height, has fair hair, violet blue eyes 
and a head almost as abnormal as the 
head of murderer Holmes, to which it 
bears a close resemblance. 
He wore a 


beard until, the day the body was 
found. 
The fact that he cut it off 


'then is suspicious, and the police think 
the change in his apparance has saved 
him from being identified by several 
persons whose testimony would be 
damaging if they were certain of his 
identity. Jackson always posed as a 
model young man at home, but it is 
reported that he not only followed the 
races, but that he also embezzled from 
his employers in Jersey city, as a book- 
keeper, and that he was an all around 
sport as well as a hard drinker. 
Drug- 


gist Ulen identified him as the man 
who bought the cocaine. All three of 
these men have been arranged twice 
here in police court and afterward in 
the state courts, but the only one who 
will be tried in Cincinnati is Wood, 


The fourth man in the case is G-eorge 


H., Jackson, colored, who drove the cab 
on that fatal night, January 31st. He 
was hired for the trip. The colored 
driver became suspicious because of the 
groans of the woman who was held by 
Jackson whie Walling indicated the 
route. 
George wanted to jump from 


the rig when he saw where they were 
going and what was likely to happen, 
but Walling covered him with a re- 
volver. 
When the stop was made the 


negro was left to watch the rig. Hear- 
ing the noise of the death struggle of 
the woman, the driver tied the horse_ 
and ran back to Cincinnati. He has 
since graphically described the trip, but 
he was so badly frightened that he did 
not see the deed committed. He iden- 
tified Walling in jail positively as the 
man who hired him and covered him 
with a revolver. George Jackson has 
also identified the gray horse, the cab 
at Chester Mullen's stable, and his 
story has stood the test of several 
severe cross-examinations. He is the 
most important witness in the case. 


May Hollingsworth, a friend of Jack- 


son, and May Smith, a friend of Wall- 
ing, have both made sensational state- 
ments, but they are like those of their 
friends. 
The Hollingsworth woman is 


trying to save Jackson and\ the Smith 
woman Walling.

Reveal the Name of Prince*' Pal If 


Proper 
Interest !• Manifested 
In 


the Matter— Detectives Thought to 


Be at Work Now. 


Special Correspondence of THE TIMES. 


Bichmond, Va. April 20—An effort 


•will undoubtedly be made to capture 
the partner of "Jack" Prince,-who 
shot to death D. F. Connell, of Ports- 
mouth, O., in a sleeping car on the 0. 
& O. railway in August, 1891. It is 
known that Connell 'a relatives and 
friends have never given up hope ol 
bringing his murderers to justice. 


Detectives, it is believed, will be pul 


to work on the case immediately. 
It 


is though c that they can ascertain the 
name of Prince's pal at the peniten- 
tiary if they do not already know it. 


.The colored convict to whom Prince 


acknowledged that he had a hand in 
Connell's murder can materially aic 
the detectives and undoubtedly will if 
promised aid in getting out of his pres- 
ent predicament.- This convict, while 
given five years, is not believed to have 
been as bad as he was painted at the 
time of his trial. In fact, there is lit- 
tle doubt but his liberty was sworn 
away by members of his own race, who 
"wanted to got rid of him as he was con- 
sidered an informer. 
A great_ deal of 


this sort of thing is clone by negroes to 
protect themselves. 
Unfortunately for 


this wearer of the stripes, ho was 
caught in very bad company and made 
to bear the prison burden for men even 
worse than he is. 


This convict told a, State reporter 


that the man Prince, accused of being 
his partner in the Connell crime, has 
spent a term in the penitentiary for 
another crime since the Basic City 
murder. 
He was released from the 


.]>enitontiary not long ago. 


Major Lynn says that Prince's friend 


is truthful, a model prisoner, and has 
rendered tho authorities considerable 
. aid from time to time. Not long ago 
he was instrumental in having a -man 
punished for a crime that looked as 
though it would always go unpunished. 
He was given to understand then, but 
not from Major Lynn, that efforts 
would be made to obtain for him a 
pardon, of which ho has heard nothing 
to this dato, though it cannot be denied 
that he rendered the state valuable 
service. 
Consequently, he may hesi- 


tate to give any desired information to 
tho detectives. Still, doubtless, if he 
is given assurances that efforts for his 
pardon will be made that he can de- 
pend upon, he will talk and tell the 
name of Prince's accomplice in the 
Basic City business, if it is yet needed. 


Even without further aid from the 


convict informant, tho detectives arc 
very well fortified to begin work on the 
case. Princes' history can be traced 
form the time he left Clifton Forge on 
his alleged Holmes-like career of crime 
xip to the time he entered the peniten- 
tiary. It will not be difficxilt to ascer- 
tain the man who worked with him, 
and in that way discover the identity 
of tho man who helped him rob and 
slay Connoll. 


Tho location of the living murderer 


ought not to be a difficult task. If he 
now enjoys his liberty he is probably in 
the state and may be right here in 
Bichmond. From what Prince told his 
convict friend and the latter told the 
reporter, he is a character that would 
not bo content with living an honest 
life and undoubtedly has been up to 
some sort of deviltry since he departed 
from Major Lyim's care. 
If this be 


true, ho may bo confined somewhere 
now nnd tho prison records will help 
matei.'ially in capturing him. 


It xs not creditable to the state that 


tins crime go entirely unpunished. 
It 


is due to the interests of law and order 
that Connell's 
living murderer be 


made to pay the penalty of his crime.
